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• URGENT ACTION TO PROTECT VULNERABLE 

Campaign to make 
streets safer for the 
borough’s homeless 


URGENT action is being taken to protect 
hundreds of homeless people in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham who are being repeatedly 
targeted by criminals. 

A pioneering new initiative - the first of its kind in 
the capital - is to be piloted in the borough this year, 
as part of renewed efforts to make the streets of Lon¬ 
don safer for rough sleepers. 

The charity-led scheme has been launched by Victim 
Support, with the help of the St Mungo's Broadway 
and Groundswell organisations, offering drop-in ses¬ 
sions and other forms of support to homeless crime 
victims across the borough.

The ambitious project will be trialled in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham, and could be rolled out across the 
capital if funding can be secured. 

Vulnerable to crime 

The announcement comes in the week that govern¬ 
ment figures revealed a 14 per cent rise in rough sleep¬ 
ing across England over the last year - a 55 per cent 
increase since 2010. 

And the charities' research suggests that many of 
those on the streets are extremely vulnerable to crime, 
with homeless people 47 times more likely than the 


general public to be victims of theft. 

According to figures from the Combined Homeless¬ 
ness and Information Network (CHAIN), the problem 
is widespread in West London and there are more peo¬ 
ple sleeping rough in the tri-borough of Hammersmith 
and Fulham, Kensington and Chelsea, and Westmin¬ 
ster, than anywhere else in England and Wales. 

Many of them will have been driven onto the streets 
as a direct result of physical or sexual abuse and will 
find themselves exposed to high levels of violence and 
crime on the streets, Victim Support says. 

Aiman Elal, divisional manager for Victim Support 
in West London, said: “Crime affects different people 
in different ways, including emotionally, physically, 
psychologically and financially. 

“Most people can turn to family or friends in a crisis, 
but that is not an option for everyone in the homeless 
community. 

“That isolation can lead to other problems, such as

Improving the capital’s healthcare 


T he Mayor of London, Boris 
Johnson, has published his re¬ 
sponse to the London Health 
Commission’s report ‘Better Health 
for London’, committing to personally 
chair the board tasked with deliver¬ 
ing the plan and announcing a 
£250,000 cash boost for his London 
Healthy Workplace Charter. 

Chaired by Lord Ara Darzi, the inde¬ 
pendent Commission set up by the Mayor 
in September 2013, was tasked with inves¬ 
tigating ways to improve London’s health 
and healthcare. The result - ‘Better Health 
for London’ - proposed over 60 recommen¬ 
dations and ten ambitions for the capital 
covering issues such as improving chil¬ 
dren’s health, encouraging healthier 
lifestyles and making London’s health¬ 
care services work better for Londoners. 

Improving the health of London’s work¬ 
force is among the ambitions outlined in 
the report and the Mayor today an¬ 


nounced a £250,000 
boost for his London 
Healthy Workplace 
Charter, which works 
with employers across 
the capital to encour¬ 
age staff to be more 
active and take 
healthier lifestyle 
choices. 

Almost 14 million 
working days a year 
are lost to sickness 
absence in London 
with research show¬ 
ing that an average 
London firm of 250 
employees can lose 
almost £5,000 a week 
due to sickness ab¬ 
sence. Physically active workers take 27 per 
cent fewer sick days than non-physically ac¬ 
tive counterparts so improving health and 
wellbeing of staff not only saves money by 


reducing levels of absence, but can also 
boost economic output. 

The extra cash announced today will be 
used to engage over 1,000 London-based 
employers over the next two years who 
will join the 44 organisations, employing 
almost 140,000 people that are already 
signed up the Charter. 

Path to become 
a healthier city 

As part of his response the Mayor also 
accepted a recommendation to “person¬ 
ally chair a group and prepare a unified 
delivery plan” for the report by continu¬ 
ing to act as chair for a refocused London 
Health Board which will oversee delivery 
of the report’s aspirations. 

The Board, a partnership between Lon¬ 
don’s boroughs, the NHS and the Mayor 
of London will now focus on progressing 
improvements in London’s health, health 
inequalities and making the case for the 
investment London needs in health and 


care services and the wider determinants 
of health. 

The Mayor of London Boris Johnson 
said: “The aspirations in this report are 
the right ones for London and will, I be¬ 
lieve, set us firmly on the path to becom¬ 
ing the healthiest capital city in the world. 
Putting Londoners at the centre of care 
they receive is key, as is the importance of 
public health which is why I’m expanding 
my Healthy Workplace Charter to help 
even more of London’s workforce stay 
healthy and productive. 

“I don’t support measures such as a 
smoking ban in open spaces or sin taxes 
which would, in my view, fall most heavily 
on those who are least able to pay them. 
However I do believe in reducing the harm 
caused by poor health choices and look 
forward to working with London’s bor¬ 
oughs and the NHS to progress the ambi¬ 
tions of this report and ensure London’s 
health is protected.”

£ 600 k drugs cash to fight crime 



• MET’S BIGGEST SINGLE HAUL 

cash straight back into tackling 
similar cases of drug crime. 

Detective Inspector Simon 
Welch, of the Central Criminal Fi¬ 
nances Team, said the money 
would be invested in future finan¬ 
cial investigations to crack down 
on drugs offences. 

DCI Welch said: “We are com¬ 
mitted to taking cash and assets 
from criminals and it's ironic that 
this money will now be used to 
target other criminals. 

“The sentences they received 
demonstrate that there are signif¬ 
icant consequences to their ac¬ 
tions and the money that we seize 
contributes to activities aimed at 
targeting criminals who benefit 
from crime. 

“The message is: if you think 
your money and assets are safe, 
think again.” 


MORE than £600,000 
worth of drug money 
seized during a pair of po¬ 
lice raids last year - the 
biggest single haul in the 
Met's history - will be 
pumped back into fighting 
crime. 

The cash was recovered during 
a major operation in July, which 
led to the arrests of five dmg deal¬ 
ers and the seizure of more than 
100 kilos of cannabis and cocaine 
from addresses in Fulham and St 
John's Wood. 

Officers found a stash of drugs 
in the loft of a property in Queens 
Club Gardens, having already 
seized hundreds of thousands of 
pounds in cash from an address at

mer have since faced trial at 
Kingston Crown Court where 
four of them - Klaudio Lepuri, 
Fatjon Bibaj, Gjin Elezi and 
Steven North - pleaded guilty to 
numerous offences. The fifth man 
was released with no further ac¬ 
tion. 

Money forfeited 

Mr Lepuri, 22, of Shepherds 
Bush was jailed for six years, 
while Mr Bibaj, 19, and Mr Elezi, 
32, both of St John's Wood, re¬ 
ceived sentences of four and five 
years respectively. 

Mr North, 31, from Ruislip, was 
jailed for three years and four 
months for his involvement.

Approval for council tax cuts 


COUNCILLORS have approved plans to 
cut council tax for residents in Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham - the only London bor¬ 
ough to do so this year (writes Jack Dixon) 

Members agreed at last week's budget meeting to 
cut the rate by one per cent, making the borough one 
of only eight councils nationwide to reduce charges. 

Income from fees and charges is budgeted to fall by 
almost four per cent, as part of a raft of measures to 
freeze or abolish charges across the borough. 

The changes come following an announcement in 
December that government cuts would see the coun¬ 
cil's spending power slashed by 10 per cent. 

Councillor Max Schmid, cabinet member:for fi¬ 
nance, said: “We have gone through the budgets line 
by line so that we can put money back into our resi¬ 
dents' pockets despite massive government cuts to 
our funding. 

“We are determined to make this council the most 
efficient and effective local authority in the country.” 

The money-saving changes include: 

• re-negotiating contracts with suppliers of goods 
and services, including stationery, IT and road main¬ 
tenance (annual saving of £3.5m); 

• investment from outside organisations, worth over 
£4m, to protect services; 


# restructuring debt to cut cost of payments by 
£750,000 a year; 

# raising revenue from alternative sources, such as 
commercial waste services and advertising (addi¬ 
tional £3.8m generated); 

# reducing staff costs by cutting senior management, 
magazines and lamppost banners (annual saving of 
around £2m) 

# sharing services with other councils and public 
sector bodies, including finance, human resources 
and transport services (annual saving of £2.3m); 

# reducing office space (annual saving of around 
£2.5m); 

# helping residents avoid 'crisis' situations by en¬ 
couraging them to live independently, as opposed to 
residential care. 

A £12 per hour home care charge for elderly and 
disabled residents is to be abolished under the plans, 
while the price of parking will be frozen across the 
borough. 

Other charges will be reduced, with the cost of the 
'meals on wheels' service down by a third and waste 
collections falling by 10 per cent. 

Over the last five years, council tax has been re¬ 
duced in the borough by a greater proportion than 
anywhere else in the country. 


Offering the homeless the support they need

using drugs or alcohol as a coping mechanism. It’s a 
very heavy weight to carry alone, which is why get¬ 
ting expert support is so important for crime victims. 

“We have set up this scheme specifically to offer 
homeless people in the borough the support they need 
to cope and recover after a crime, in a safe and com¬ 
fortable place. That recovery can be a long and diffi¬ 
cult process for some people.” 

The charity supports thousands of crime victims 
across the capital every year, but it is becoming in¬ 
creasingly concerned for the plight of those driven 
onto the streets by long-term physical or sexual 
abuse. 

Once permanent shelter is taken away, it says, 
rough sleepers become 13 times more likely to expe¬ 
rience violence. 

An extensive study carried out by St Mungo's found 
157 people sleeping rough on the streets of Hammer¬ 
smith and Fulham between April 2013 and March 
2014 - the vast majority of whom were 'new' home¬ 
less, seen on the streets for the first time. 

The problem is even more severe in the larger sur¬ 
rounding boroughs - especially in Westminster, 
where an unprecedented 2,197 people were found 
sleeping rough during the study period. 


The three charities are now working together to 
combat the crisis, and will be running regular drop- 
in sessions at homelessness projects in Hammersmith 
and Fulham in the coming months. 

The programme also includes extensive emotional 
support for homeless victims to help them recover 
from the effects of crime. 

St Mungo's currently provides housing and support 
to more than 2,500 people in London and the South 
each night. 

Mental health issues 

Rod Cullen, the charity's area manager for Ham¬ 
mersmith and Fulham, said: “People who are home¬ 
less are often tackling mental health issues, low levels 
of literacy or using substances, and it’s important that 
we look to provide services tailored to fit their needs. 

“We are delighted to be working in partnership with 
Victim Support and Groundswell. The new drop in 
sessions will allow us to better support people we 
work with who have been the victims of crime and 
who are in urgent need of help. 

“This new service will complement our existing 
housing, health and work support for homeless peo¬ 
ple in Hammersmith and Fulham.” 

London Mayor Boris Johnson is working with gov¬ 
ernment, local authority and voluntary sector partners 


to prevent those who are new to the capital from 
sleeping rough for a second night. 

And the CHAIN figures suggest that, while the 
number of rough sleepers identified by outreach 
workers last year rose by one per cent, the increase 
was substantially smaller than in previous years. 

More than half of rough sleepers recorded were 
aged between 26 and 45 (57 per cent), and the vast 
majority (87 per cent) were men. 

While the figures show a year-on-year increase in 
the number of rough sleepers, the proportion of those 
who were seen three or four times is coming down, 
suggesting outreach services are making a difference. 

Councillor Sue Fennimore, Hammersmith and Ful¬ 
ham Council’s cabinet member for social inclusion, 
added: “We are proud to host this project pilot in 
Hammersmith & Fulham. Homeless people are 
among the most marginalised in society and this proj¬ 
ect seeks to address that.”

Mr Hill will chair the commission, which also in¬ 
cludes six tenants, three leaseholders and three inde¬ 
pendent experts. 

At the end of the process, the borough’s 12,500 
council house residents will be able to vote on the 
commission’s recommendations.

Spending a penny in street will be costly 


RESIDENTS who are caught 
short while out and about in 
Shepherds Bush could soon 
find themselves spending 
more than a penny. 

Hammersmith and Fulham 
Council is considering whether to 
introduce on-the-spot fines of up 
to £100 for anyone caught urinat¬ 
ing in public, following a number 
of complaints. 

The council could decide to ap¬ 
prove a public spaces protection 
order (PSPO) in the Shepherds 
Bush Green ward, which would 
give the police new powers to 
clamp down on offenders. 

A string of disgusted residents 
have already complained about 
the issue and the police received 
no fewer than 42 calls concerning 
public urination or defecation in 


the area, between July and De¬ 
cember last year. 

Now councillors are taking steps 
towards introducing stricter pun¬ 
ishments for those people who 
choose not to use one of the ward's 
two public toilets. 

Councillor Wesley Harcourt, 
Hammersmith and Fulham Coun¬ 
cil's cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment, transport and residents' 
services, said he was keen to see 
the new powers enforced. 

“People using public spaces as 
toilets is completely unacceptable 
and has been a problem in this 
ward for some time”, he said. 

“This new power would allow 
officers to enforce this effectively, 
for the benefit of the community. 
But we would love to hear 
whether residents feel it is the 


right thing to do.” 

Police officers, supported by 
neighbourhood wardens, parks 
police and street scene officers, 
would be responsible for enforc¬ 
ing the new regulations. 

The council is consulting resi¬ 
dents on the issue until Friday 
March 20th but the fines could be 
introduced as soon as May 1st if 
the idea is popular. 

Under the order, police and 
council officers would be able to 
issue fines of up to £100 to of¬ 
fenders on-the-spot, or prosecute 
those caught urinating or defecat¬ 
ing in public.

KENSINGTON Conservatives will meet 
this week to select from at least 30 candi¬ 
dates a replacement for Sir Malcolm 
Rifkind for the seat which is so safe that 
bookies believe the Town Hall cat would 
win it if it was wearing a blue rosette. 

Whatever the result of the selection process to pick 
a new Conservative candidate for the General Elec¬ 
tion, by the bookmakers’ reckoning the Labour, Lib- 
Dem, UKIP and Green candidates hoping to win the 
Kensington Parliamentary seat may as well pack up 
and go home. 

Despite the “cash for access” furore that forced Sir 
Malcolm to stand down after five years as Kensing¬ 
ton’s MP, the bookies expertly calculate that it will 
make no difference to the Tories assuredly winning 
the seat. 

Ladbrokes are offering the tiniest odds on a certain 
Tory win at the general election - 1/100. 

Unless the local Conservatives do something ab¬ 
solutely bizarre between now and the May election 
- like propose a mansion tax for homes worth more 
than a packet of Polo mints - the Kensington seat will 
be won by the Tories. 

Following Sir Malcolm’s resignation, the Labour 
candidate for Kensington, Dr Rod Abouharb, issued 
a press release condemning the Tory grandee. 

He said “the public should be disgusted by his be¬ 
haviour” and called on voters to “demonstrate that 
disgust” by voting the Conservatives out of Kensing¬ 
ton. 

“Kensington needs a fresh start. Kensington de-

serves an individual who will represent them”, said 
Dr Abouharb. 

The Lib-Dem candidate for the Kensington seat, 
Robin McGhee, also issued a statement, saying: “I 
hope Kensington’s voters use this as an opportunity 
to kick out the Tories for good in the General Elec¬ 
tion in May”. 

But their protests have not impressed the bookies - 
Ladbrokes are quoting only 25/1 on Dr Abouharb 
winning Kensington and 100/1 on any chance of Mr 
McGhee romping home. The bookmakers also make 
the UKIP and Green candidates complete outsiders, 
with 100/1 odds on both. 

At the last election, Sir Malcolm had a majority in 
Kensington of 8,616. 

The seat is such a safe one for Conservatives that it 
has been described as “a 20-year job on a plate for 
the right Tory”. 

It is little wonder then that so many top Conserva¬ 
tives are being proposed for the job, with more than 
30 Tory stars in the frame - everyone from Kensing¬ 
ton & Chelsea Council Leader Nick Paget-Brown to 
footballer Sol Campbell. 

The Kensington & Chelsea Conservative Associa¬ 
tion will meet this week to select their Parliamentary 
candidate.

Other runners include three women said to be pre¬ 
ferred for the job by Downing Street - Laura Trott, 
the Prime Minister’s adviser on women’s issues, 
Clare Foges, the Prime Minister’s speech-writer, and 
Phillippa Stroud, policy adviser to the Secretary of 
State for Work and Pensions Iain Duncan Smith. 

Conveniently tying in with the opening of Kensing- 
ton’s new £29 million leisure centre this week, four 
sportsmen are also tipped to replace Sir Malcolm - 
Olympic rower James Cracknell, cricketer Andrew 
Strauss, and soccer stars Frank Lampard and Sol 
Campbell. 

Also favourited is this newspaper’s columnist Nick 
Paget-Brown, the highly-respected Leader of Kens¬ 
ington & Chelsea Borough Council who is known to 
be popular with the upper echelons of the Conserva¬ 


tive Party for his shrewd thinking on economics. 

Sir Merrick Cockell, former Leader of RBKC, is 
also in the running, alongside Peter Graham, chair¬ 
man of Hammersmith Conservatives, RBKC coun¬ 
cillor and economist Warwick Lightfoot and Daniel 
Moylan, an adviser to London Mayor Boris Johnson 
- and according to the bookies, even Boris himself is 
a contender, despite the fact that he has already been 
adopted as the Conservative Party candidate for the 
Uxbridge seat at the General Election. 

Naturally in these days of the importance of media 
image, three TV stars are tipped to be selected to 
stand for the Conservatives in Kensington - former 
Cabinet Minister turned documentary presenter 
Michael Portillo, ex-Newsnight and University Chal¬ 
lenge idol Jeremy Paxman and Kirstie Allsopp of Lo¬ 
cation, Location, Location fame. 

Journalists also feature in line-up - names in the hat 
include Sir Malcolm’s son The Times writer Hugo 
Rifkind, fellow Times columnist Tim Montgomerie, 
Toby Young - well regarded for his pioneering of free 
schools - and political blogger, broadcaster and com¬ 
mentator Iain Dale. 

Completing the field are MEP Daniel Hannan, bar¬ 
risters Joanne Cash and Suella Fernandes and Tory 
think tankers Donal Blaney and Ruth Porter. 

Early this week Kensington Conservatives were all 
staying tight-lipped and unavailable on who was ex¬ 
pected to be selected to replace Sir Malcolm and thus 
be assured of getting to Parliament in May. 

It is understood that three names will be picked 
from the Grand National-sized field and they will put 
to the vote of chiefs of the Kensington and Chelsea 
Conservative Association this week. 

Ladbrokes say that at least one local punter is hop¬ 
ing that Kensington Tories think outside the box and 
choose an England midfielder for the much-sought 
job. 

A spokesman said: “One of our customers will win

P ORTOBELLO and Golborne Road 
Market - set to celebrate its 150th year 
with a year-long celebration - has 
come a long way since it was a pig farm in 
the 1860s. 

The market kicked off the anniversary celebrations 
at a special celebration hosted by the Mayor of Kens¬ 
ington and Chelsea, Cllr Maighread Condon-Sim- 
monds, with the focus of the month firmly on vintage 
fashion, reflecting the fact that over the years many 
famous fashion names have a connection with Porto¬ 
bello such as Vivienne Westwood, Paul Smith and 
Cath Kidston. 

Speaking at the launch in the Mayor’s Parlour, be¬ 
fore a gathering of invited guests connected with the 
market, Cllr Condon-Simmonds said: “We are de¬ 
lighted to celebrate Portobello and Golborne Road 
Market’s 150th year. It has evolved over the years 
from stalls selling milk, fresh fruit and vegetables to 
second hand clothes, fashion, literature, antiques, 
street food and leisure goods.” 

“We’re looking forward to next 150 years’ trading 
and to ensure it is on a sound footing going forward 
the council has invested in the area including adding 
new market pitches and improving the public realm. 
Our markets team work with traders and local suppli¬ 
ers to promote Road Food events to showcase the im¬ 
portance of food to the market and we are working 
with our local schools to introduce the next generation 
of traders.” 

Guests had been welcomed by Mark Barr BEM, 
chairman of the Portobello and Golborne Management 
Committee, who reminded the guests that the market 
was operating long before the Royal Borough of Kens¬ 
ington & Chelsea was in place. 

Councillor Tim Ahem, Cabinet member for Environ¬ 
ment, Environmental Health and Leisure, responsible 
for the market, also addressed the gathering stressing 
how important Portobello and Golborne Market was 
to the Royal Borough and how they were confident it 
would to go from strength to strength. 

One of the most high profile local residents, film 
maker and DJ Don Letts, then gave his unique take on 
life in and around Portobello Road. (See his full 
speech on facing page), 

To mark the anniversary a special 150-year edition 


of the Notting Hill Shopping Bag has been commis¬ 
sioned. Visitors to the markets can win a bag if they 
tweet a photograph with the hashtag #pogol50 that 
reflects that month’s theme. Following February’s 
fashion theme, the spotlight is on books and literature 
for March and music for April. 

Love Your Market 

The month of May will celebrate national Love 
Your Local Market Fortnight with guided shopping 
tours by the market’s staff. Other themes include arts 
and culture in June, community in July, Carnival in 
August and antiques in November. 

In the 1860s Portobello Road was a simple country 
lane where farmers sold their produce to local people. 
All that changed in 1864 with the opening of the Met¬ 
ropolitan Railway Notting Hill station - now known 
as Ladbroke Grove Station. It transformed the area 
and bringing new customers to the local farmers. 

Portobello and Golborne Road Market further ex¬ 
panded in the 1920s, with discharged soldiers and 
sailors from World War I seeking to earn a living by 
trading throughout the week. 


Spanish immigrants fleeing the civil war in their 
country added to the area’s diversity in the 1930s, by 
which time second hand clothes, shoes and ornament 
stalls had joined the traditional fruit, vegetables, 
salad, meat, fish and flowers. Portuguese people set¬ 
tled in the area after the Second World War, with sev¬ 
eral specialist shops still trading in Golborne Road. 

Antiques started to appear in the 1940s and 50s 
when Islington’s Caledonian market closed and 
traders needed to find a new home. Most antique 
stalls are open only on Saturday, which has always 
been the market’s busiest day. 

The 1940s and 50s also saw the arrival of Caribbean 
immigrants who came in response to post-war labour 
shortages 

The market has also featured in films such as Bed- 
knobs and Broomsticks (1971), Notting Hill (1999), 
and Paddington Bear (2014), as well as many televi¬ 
sion programmes, popular songs and literary works. 
Each has sparked the curiosity of a new generation of 
visitors and traders. 


• ENTERTAINMENT by local musicians, 
school and community choirs has been a fea¬ 
ture at special Winter Sunday markets. 

• SCHOOLCHILDREN have also visited the 
market to learn about fresh produce. 

• PITCHES can be made available free to 
charity and community groups. Local chari¬ 
ties receive a share of profits from the Not¬ 
ting Hill shopping bag scheme. The bags, 
which are designed by local schoolchildren 
and residents, were initiated by the PGMC 
and are sold throughout the market. 

• The PGMC and RBKC market teams appre¬ 
ciate the market does not exist in isolation 
but has an important relationship with local 
retailers, food businesses and residents. To 
ensure everyone has a voice there are regular 
meetings of Market Streets Action Group. In 
addition eight councillors across the political 
spectrum agreed to be Market Champions 
representing the interests of the market 
within the wider community

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O N HIS arrival at Tilbury 
Docks from the 
Caribbean in 1948 Lord 
Kitchener sang “London 
is the place for me”. I was 
born in the Royal Borough of Kensing¬ 
ton in 1956 and London 
is the place for me too. 

I’ve been living in the area for 
the past 30-odd years and for as 
long as I can remember a major 
part of its attraction was its sense 
of community - quite a feat con¬ 
sidering the mix of people from 
different social, economic and 
cultural backgrounds. 

Indeed it’s this very dynamic 
that has given the neighbour¬ 
hood its unique identity and to 
my mind it’s Golborne and Por- 
tobello markets that provides the 
glue that holds it all together. 

The antiques market has given 
it an international profile and 
does wonders for the area’s economy, but it’s the 
market traders - especially the fruit and veg stalls 
who’ve been there since the 19 th Century - that pro¬ 
vide the heart and soul. 

Most importantly, as one ethnic group gives way 
to another, they’ve been quick to move with the 
times and their cultural demands. They’ve also 
managed to survive being undercut by the super¬ 
markets and their satellite stores - not to mention 
the digital age as more and more people shop on¬ 
line and have their groceries delivered direct to

their door. 

So now, more than ever, both Golborne and Por- 
tobello markets need support as their presence is 
integral to the vibe of the area 
and its ongoing sense of com¬ 
munity. 

Without a doubt, gentrifica- 
tion has made a mark, house 
prices have soared and there’s 
now lots of restaurants and 
shops with rents that only cor¬ 
porate chains can afford. 
Which is great for the land¬ 
lords but not so good for the 
cultural landscape. 

Great heritage 
Do tourists really want to see 
another imitation of Oxford 
Street? I think not. So it’s left 
to the market traders to con¬ 
tinue what is a great heritage 
and tradition. 

Max Bygraves once sang “Fings Ain’t What They 
Used To Be” and truth be told, nothing is. Change 
is inevitable, but it’s not an either-or situation - all 
these things can exist side-by-side. 

Indeed the neighbourhood has a long history of 
this and it’s the sum total of these different ele¬ 
ments that have given the area a global identity as 
one of the most creative and diverse communities 
in London - not bad for an area that started out as 
a pig farm.

MAXILLA Nursery School and Children’s 
Centre is to share a site with Golbome Chil¬ 
dren’s Centre from September - resulting in 
a reduction in the number of part-time nurs¬ 
ery school places. 

Kensington & Chelsea Borough Council says the 
two centres are already “part of a single federation 
with a single governing body” and from September 
they will operate with a single leadership team.

Market trader gets suspended 
sentence for selling fake goods 


A MARKET trader, based next to Por- 
tobeiio Road, who was arrested for sell¬ 
ing counterfeit goods following an 
investigation by Royal Borough Trading 
Standards officers was sentenced yester¬ 
day at Hammersmith Magistrates Court 
to eight weeks in prison, suspended for 
12 months. 

Ms Xian Yi Li. of Ashfield Road, LOndon W3, 
who pleaded guilty to six offences under the Trade 
Marks Act 1994 was also ordered to pay a contri¬ 
bution of £2,000 towards costs and to pay a £80 
victim surcharge. 

The court heard Ms Li claimed she wasn’t the 
owner of the stall but was simply an employee, al¬ 


though previously she had claimed to be the 
owner. 

When arrested Xian Yi Li refused to give an ad¬ 
dress and was taken to Notting Hill Police Station 
whilst further checks were carried out. 

She was eventually charged with six offences 
under the Trade Marks Act 1994. 

The arrest was carried out by members of the 
new Kensington and Chelsea Community Policing 
Team. 

Over 800 items were seized from the stall, in¬ 
cluding counterfeit Chanel, Louis Vuitton, Hermes 
and Mulberry. 

In sentencing her the court said the large num¬ 
ber of fake goods warranted a custodial sentence, 
suspended for 12 months.

Sensible reasons for 
backing green policies 


I T’S Climate Week and the Council 
has been marking it with a series 
of events and talks. But our com¬ 
mitment to the issue goes a little 
deeper than a contribution to an an¬ 
nual PR event. 

Since 2008 the Council has reduced its own 
carbon footprint by more than 20 per cent and 
we are aiming to get it down by 40 per cent by 
2020. We’ve achieved that in a few big ways, 
for example replacing our old sports centre 
with a new environmentally friendly one and 
in lots and lots of smaller ways too, iike more 
efficient heating and lighting and a greener 
vehicle fleet to name just 
two. And our carbon strat¬ 
egy is paying off, not just in 
carbon saved but also in 
lower fuel bills. 

But having said all that, I 
know that climate change 
can be a divisive issue. The 
University of East Anglia’s 
‘Climategate’ scandal was 
not pretty, and we have all 
noticed that the response to 
climate change scepticism 
can sometimes sound more 
like a 13th century crack¬ 
down on heresy than open 
scientific argument. 

But I’m guessing that is mostly the fault of 
pressure groups and fanatics, who always 
seem to make sensible debate impossible. The 
fact remains that when it comes to the sci¬ 
ence, the balance of opinion still seems to be 
that climate change is real. Do we ignore that 
and hope for the best or do we make take 
some sensible precautionary adjustments to 
reduce our impact? As a cautious man I am 
definitely in favour of the latter. 

But even if man-made climate change didn’t 
exist, I can’t help feeling that we would want 
to do many of the same sort of things anyway, 
for other perfectly good and sensible policy 
reasons. 

Fossil fuels are finite, so one way or another 
we need to find reliable and renewable alter¬ 
natives. And quite often the regimes that sup-

ply those fuels are unstable, and unpleasant. 
Who can forget that in the winter of 2009 Rus¬ 
sia cut off gas supplies to its neighbours; I 
think that was a wake-up call for a lot of peo¬ 
ple. And let’s not forget that the price of fossil 
fuels has been unpredictable to say the least, 
and we have all felt that in our bills, at home 
and at the pumps. 

If we can develop renewable energy and al¬ 
ternative sources of energy here at home, it 
will mean that progress can continue after the 
fossil fuels have gone, it will mean energy se¬ 
curity and new jobs here in the UK and it 
might just help to keep our fuel bills down 
too. 

And then there is the environment; in places 
our local air quality is 
some of the worst in the 
country and according to 
Public Health England air 
quality is a factor in one 
out of every twelve deaths 
in London and that’s be¬ 
fore we have even started 
to worry about floods, 
droughts and the poor 
polar bear. 

I suppose my message is 
don’t let the swivel-eyed 
commissars of climate 
change put you off, there 
are plenty of perfectly sen¬ 
sible reasons for backing green policies and 
that is just what your perfectly sensible Coun¬ 
cil is trying to do.

As part of 
our squadron duties we 
raise money for one or 
two charities a year 


voted for by the 
squadron. This year we 
chose Blue Skye Think¬ 
ing as we were all very 
moved by the cause and 
what Sally and her fam¬ 
ily have been through 
over the last year. 

“We aimed to raise 
over £1,000 over the 
three days but at £1,888 
the total was nearly dou¬ 
ble. The response from 
the public and their atti¬ 


tude and generosity to¬ 
wards such a good cause 
was staggering and hope¬ 
fully this will set the 
precedent for our future 
fundraising activities for 
the charity.” 

Blue Skye Thinking’s 
goal is to get as much 
money as possible into 
the hands of the world's 
best researchers, so that 
all children diagnosed 
with brain tumours will 
have a better chance of 
survival and a better qual¬ 
ity of life post-treatment.

SPECIAL PRINCE WILLIAM MAKES HIS FEELINGS CLEAR IN HARD-HITTING VIDEO

C ONSERVATIONISTS’ hopes are high that 
Prince William’s visit to China this week 
will shame its middle class into stopping 
their consumption of illegally-traded animals 
which now face extinction because the Chinese 
appetite is encouraging poaching. 

The royal visit to China by the Duke of Cam¬ 
bridge comes on the heels of blunt video messages 
to China by Prince William in which he warns that 
poaching “funds criminal gangs and even terrorist 
organisations”. 

The Prince has appealed to the Chinese to stop 
buying wild rhino horn. He said: “When the buy¬ 
ing stops the killing can too”. 

Conservation groups say China is the world’s 
largest consumer of illegal animal products includ¬ 
ing elephant ivory, rhino horn and the pangolin 
ant-eater - whose flesh is served in posh Beijing 
restaurants in dishes costing up to £200. 

Last week, in advance of the royal visit, Chinese 
authorities ordered a one-year ban on the import¬ 
ing of elephant ivory. Now conservationists hope 
this will be extended and other bans will follow 
after the prince’s influence spreads. 

Some Chinese believe that eating wild animals 
and using their bones for unfounded medical “ben¬ 
efits” is a sign of status. As the Chinese middle 
class has boomed over recent years with the 
growth of the Communist economy, it is providing 
a big market for animal poachers. 

The pangolin has been eaten in China at ban¬ 
quets and its scales are used in Chinese medicine. 


The Chinese Pangolin is now so rare that it has 
been listed as “critically endangered”, the worst 
rating for endangered animals. 

Because the pangolin is now so rare in China, 
poachers are taking pangolin from Africa to supply 
the market. The United For Wildlife organisation 
- of which Prince William is president - says one 
million pangolin have been snatched from the wild 
in the past 10 years. 

Professor John Baillie, conservation pro¬ 
grammes director of the Zoological Society of 
London, has warned that the Chinese appetite for 
the pangolin is driving

William has been sent to China at the request of 
David Cameron’s Government, in the hope of 
boosting British exports to the Chinese. Foreign 
Office officials will not want the conservation¬ 
campaigning prince to embarrass the important 
trade partner - but animal campaigners are hoping 
that William will stick to messages which he has 
already aimed at the Chinese.

videos aimed at pricking the conscience of those, 
like the Chinese, who consume wild animals. One 
even has sub-titles in Mandarin. Last week’s ban 
indicates the Chinese are starting to listen. 

In a YouTube video for United For Wildlife, the 
Prince says: “I’m working with some of the 
world’s largest conservation organisations to fight 
the illegal wildlife trade. This criminal trade is re¬ 
sponsible for the illegal slaughter of tens of thou¬ 
sands of animals a year - famously elephants and 
rhinos. 

“These species have been pushed to the brink of 
extinction due to poaching. These magnificent 
creatures will die out in the wild during my life¬ 
time if we do not take notice now. 

“It may sound trivial set against other world 
problems but it is an important part of the jigsaw 
and it is one that you can do something about. 

“There is evidence that poaching funds criminal 
gangs and even terrorist organisations and it de¬ 
prives ancient communities of their livelihood and 
heritage. By spreading the message about poach¬ 
ing I hope that you will be part of a movement that 
says no to poached ivory and rhino horn and many 
other animal parts. 

“The humble pangolin, a scaly anteater, is one 
of the most endangered animals on the planet be¬ 
cause of poaching. The pangolin runs the risk of 
becoming extinct before most people have even 
heard of them. Please join us in United For 
Wildlife and help us save magnificent creatures”. 

In another video, for the conservation group 
WildAid, Prince William appears alongside fellow 
campaigner David Beckham to stop people buying 
rhino hom . Around 400 rhinos are slaughtered for 


their horn by poachers in South Africa each year. 

Chinese medicine has traditionally used pow¬ 
dered rhino horn because of the belief that it cures 
cancer and acts as a sex stimulant, hangover cure 
and lowers fever. Western medical research has re¬ 
vealed no evidence of this. 

In the WildAid video - which has subtitles in 
Mandarin - Prince William and David Beckham 
say: “Imagine if all the people in the world could 
fit into one football stadium. Sadly, all the wild 
rhinos in the world 
can, with room to 
spare. For some 
species it is almost too 
late - there are only 
seven Northern White 
Rhino left. 

“Ask your friends 
and family never to 
buy wild rhino horn 
and together we can 
save our wild rhinos. 

When the buying 
stops, the killing can 
too”. 

The Prince has been joined in his China-aimed 
campaign by Sir David Attenborough. In a letter 
to Xi Jinping, which has also been signed by 
Joanna Lumley and Ricky Gervais, the wildlife 
hero has urged the Chinese Communist Party 
leader to take action to protect animals facing ex¬ 
tinction. 

“The elephants of Africa are dying in their tens 
of thousands every year to provide ivory for mis¬ 
guided consumers in China and elsewhere,” runs 
the letter, “Without your help, they will continue

As the Queen's reign beats the record 



Still no celebrations planned 
for our monarch’s milestone?

J UNE 20th 2016 will mark National In¬ 
sect Week and plans by the Royal En¬ 
tomological Society are already well 
advanced on their website for events to cel¬ 
ebrate the acorn weevil, moths and wood 
ants. 

More imminently, March 30th this year is Na¬ 
tional Pencil Day, when we shall roll out the barrel 
to mark the fact that there are 350 kinds of pencil, 
which come in 19 degrees of hardness. 

Other anniversaries to look out for this year in¬ 
clude British Tomato Week, starting on May 18th, 
National Beard Day on September 16th and World 
Toilet Day, organised by the United Nations on 
November 19th to raise awareness that 2.5 billion 
people do not have access to a proper loo. 
Special day 

On September 9th this year, The Queen also has 
a special day. For on this day Her Majesty will 
mark a milestone which is unique in the story of 
the nation - when she becomes the longest-reign¬ 
ing British monarch in history. 

On that day The Queen will beat the record set 
by her great-great-grandmother, Queen Victoria, 
who reigned for 63 years over 23,226 days. 

It’s a tremendous achievement. But are there any 
celebrations planned? 

Nope. 

Or rather, “not as yet, nothing has been an¬ 
nounced” said a spokesman at Buckingham Palace 
this week. 

Perhaps Downing Street has something up its 
sleeve, like a big cake or a fly-past or a public hol¬ 
iday? 

Any plans? 

“Not to my knowledge,” said a spokesman for 
the Prime Minister this week, “It is something that 
we may look at in due course. September is rather 
long-term.” 

Well that’s odd - because plans for The Queen’s 
Diamond Jubilee in June 2012 were announced, 
“long-term”, by the Government in January 2010, 


when it was declared that June 4th would be a na¬ 
tional holiday. 

Is there a reticence in the corridors of power to 
mark an event unparalleled in history, a reign 
which beats all-comers since King Alfred the 
Great was on the throne in the Ninth Century? 

That would be odd too; for besides celebrating a 
much-loved monarch, royal anniversary celebra¬ 
tions are a boost for the economy with the sale of 
jubilee mugs and other souvenirs - the Centre for 
Retail Research estimated that the Queen’s Dia¬ 
mond Jubilee caused an extra spend of £509 mil¬ 
lion. 

Or has somebody just taken their eye off the ball 
amid the busy programme of national anniver¬ 
saries this year? The Government has organised 
events to mark the 200th anniversary of the Battle 
of Waterloo on June 18th, the 800th anniversary 
of Magna Carta on June 15th and the 600th an¬ 
niversary of the Battle of Agincourt on October 
15th. 

The Government has also recently announced 
national celebrations to mark big wartime anniver¬ 
saries this year, the 70th of VE Day on May 8th 
and VJ Day on August 15th. 

Prime Minister David Cameron said last week: 
“VE Day is one of our most pivotal moments in 
our nation’s proud history”. 

Pivotal moment 

Some might say that reigning for longer than 
anyone else in 1,100 years might also be consid¬ 
ered to be something of a pivotal moment. 

Of course, it may be the case that Her Majesty 
does not especially want a celebration. The Sep¬ 
tember 9th anniversary falls during her traditional 
Balmoral break, which she is known to treasure 
and when asked about plans last year a Palace 
spokesman said, “The Queen traditionally spends 
the month of September at Balmoral, next year is 
unlikely to be any different”. 

But does that mean that the nation itself, and in 
particular London, cannot celebrate? 

If so, then there’s always National Corgi Day on 
April 19th.

Prime time slot for Poldark once again 


Ross, Demelza and Cornwall 
set to take Sundays by storm

A LOT of guys may want to go out for an 
hour at 9.0 pm next Sunday, and for the 
next seven Sundays, as the British 
Beefcake Corporation begins a long run of 
gluing your missus to the TV screen. 

For the romantic saga, which is being 
billed as “the biggest treat for female 
viewers since Mr Darcy’s wet shirt”, is 
widely-tipped to end all usual conver¬ 
sation and cause the number of Sun¬ 
day night phone calls to plummet. 

The BBC’s highly-anticipated 
“Poldark” is expected to leave mil¬ 
lions of women wanting more than 
a bit of pasty. Even Jane Austen’s 
Mr Darcy can’t hold a candle in a 
tin mine to TV’s new super-idol. 

"Ross Poldark is one of litera¬ 
ture's great heroes,” says the series’ 
writer Debbie Horsfield. 

“He is a gentleman who is also a 
rebel, who has a keen sense of moral¬ 
ity and social justice but without any 
priggishness or moralising. 

“He's also a great romantic figure - 
caught between two women from two 
completely different backgrounds. A gen¬ 
tleman who marries his kitchen maid. A 
man who doesn't stand on ceremony, who 
doesn't play by the rules and often falls foul of 
authority. 

“He is a combination of Darcy, Heathcliffe, 
Rochester, Rhett Butler and Robin Hood." 

No wonder that Aidan Turner, the Irish star of 
“The Hobbit” movies who plays the pin-up, went 
to the gym to prepare for his topless scenes as the 
multi-faceted hero - who apparently goes com¬ 
mando in every scene. 

"Even if you thought something was scary, the 
great thing about playing Ross is that you can 
never chicken out of doing anything. 

Topless scenes 

"I was going to the gym a lot the first couple of 
months as I had a couple of topless scenes. 

“One of the things I did find out is that they did¬ 
n’t actually wear underwear at the time so it made 
it quite difficult to shoot some of the stuff we did. 
They would just wear the shirt and then tuck it in 
and around." 

BBC1 on a Sunday night is prime-time promo¬ 
tion for any young actor and Aidan is chuffed with 
his luck, with or without his boxers. 

"It's fantastic as an actor to have the chance to 
play such a wide range in one series. Every step 
of the way there is something new. When I first 
read Debbie’s script I knew there was a huge 
scope there with Ross,” he said. 

"I had never heard of Poldark but when I told 
my parents I was going to play Ross they nearly 
had a fit! The previous series in the Seventies was 
popular in Ireland, I guess because people could 
relate to it - the farming, the scenery, the horses - 
it is continually surprising for me to meet people 
who are so excited to hear we are making a new 
adaptation. 

"Debbie's scripts create such a vivid and coher¬ 
ent Cornish world, just as Poldark’s creator Win¬ 
ston Graham did. The dynamic between the 
characters is ever changing which feels very ex¬ 
citing for an actor - all the different roles are so 
very distinctive; each of us has a different energy 
and agenda going on. 

"When we first meet Ross he is in turmoil. He 
went away to war in America a young, cocky, con¬

fident character with a carefree attitude, who was 
running away from a lot of things. In America he 
was faced with death on a daily basis and then 
when he returns to England he doesn't really know 
who he is anymore. 

"When he arrives back in Cornwall everything’s 
changed for him: his father has died, his land is 
barren, the local tin mines are going through a 
hard time and laying off workers, leaving the re¬ 
gion on its knees, and he's lost Elizabeth, his 
childhood sweetheart who he expected to marry 
on his return. 

"Ross knows he needs to pick himself up and try 
and find who he is and where he lies in this new 
world. He’s strong - that’s what I love about him 
- he’s someone who can get on with things; he 
doesn’t wallow in self-pity or despair. He sees a 
situation for what it is and drags himself through 
it. He admires hard working people and treats peo¬ 
ple with respect if they earn it - no matter what 
their position in life. He is an original class war¬ 
rior." 

So what changes do we see in Ross throughout 
the series? 

Out of the picture 

"Ross is 23 when he comes home and you can 
see changes quite fast. When he realises that Eliz¬ 
abeth is out of the picture, he changes his frame 
of mind and concentrates more on getting his land 
back together, looking after his tenants, and re¬ 
solves to revive the ruined mine on his estate." 

And soon after Ross meets a woman who will 
change the course of his life, an urchin who he 
first takes to be a young boy. She is Demelza 
Carne. 

"Taking on Demelza as his kitchen maid and un¬ 
derstanding how that whole relationship develops 


is a huge moment for Ross. He doesn’t care what 
people think, but he’s taken a huge punt bringing 
her into the house and having her as a kitchen 
maid. 

“Eventually he takes charge, doesn’t quite 
know what he’s got himself in for but very 
quickly he realises he’s got to do some¬ 
thing about it. Ross just grabs everything 
by the horns and runs with it.” 

As ITV discovered with its popular, 
but markedly un-heroic, “Broad- 
church”, the scenery is best support¬ 
ing actor in these dramas and 
“Poldark” is expected to do great 
business for the Cornish tourist 
board. 

"It was simply stunning, we had 
the best weather there over the 
summer. We filmed at so many 
gorgeous locations but the weather 
really made it work. People know 
Poldark so well down there and are 
proud of it so we were welcomed all 
the time. It was surprising getting 
fans turning up to set and people 
travel to show their support and see 
what was going on. It reminded me of 
home in Ireland." 

And the highlight for Aidan? 

"It has to be Seamus, my horse. You can’t 
do bad acting on a horse, you look too cool. 
There’s an energy when you deliver dialogue 
on a horse, its empowering especially for Ross, 
he thrives on these kinds of situations, so anytime 
I could get on the horse I would do it. 

"Seamus is quite skittish, but he’s a real actor’s 
horse as you can rehearse something once and he 
knows where he’s at, the direction he’s 
going in, when he has to stop and 
reset. We had to change words 
as he would just set off when 
we shouted ‘Action’. He 
was so sharp and was al¬ 
ways moving and on 
the go. Him and Ross 
are well suited! 

"Luckily I did a 
lot of riding in 
New Zealand 
when we were 
there filming 
The Hobbit. I 
trained a lot and 
thought I'd 
leave a pretty 
good rider - 
thank god I did 
as there was a 
lot of riding in 
Poldark. It’s very 
much a part of 
who Ross is so 
it’s immediately 
getting you into 
character." 

And while Aidan 
wasn't allowed to do all 
his own riding stunts, he 
did do as much as possible. 

"They wouldn't let me gal¬ 
lop along the cliff top, for insur¬ 
ance reasons, but I did as much as 
possible. There were some great moment 
when Eleanor Tomlinson (Demelza) and I ride 
double together on Seamus. It can be tricky, it all 
depends who is on the back as it’s always a rocky 
ride for them. Eleanor was great because she’s 
such a good rider herself. She’s confident so if the 


horse did anything strange she wouldn't freak out. 

“There’s something really romantic about it and 
it’s a lovely image to watch. We’d always whisper 
stuff and crack each other up, which was fun. 

"Eleanor and I work very well together. I don’t 
think you can create that chemistry - you either 
have it or you don’t. It was just right from the very 
beginning, and even off screen that energy was 
still there. We had the same respect for each other 
as the characters did. Sometimes you just click; 
that’s the joy of good casting. We knew we had 
something quite special together and didn’t need 
to work on that, we just trusted Debbie’s writing. 
We could read each other, and guide each other 
through a scene and we never panicked." 

For Eleanor Tomlinson, who played Isabelle in 
the movie “Jack The Giant Slayer”, playing the 
fiery Demelza was a part she just had to land. 

Completely different 

"For a start she’s completely different from any¬ 
thing I’ve played before. She also has the most 
fantastic journey; she starts out as an urchin being 
mistaken for a boy, then becomes Ross' servant 
and gradually moves up to become head maid and 
the best worker that he has and then eventually his 
wife. The journey for her in only eight episodes is 
just extraordinary and roles like this just don’t 
come around that often." 

Eleanor was prepared to do whatever she could 
to get the role. 

"I was looking for that next really challenging 
role and wanted to break away from my usual 
roles in period dramas, the well-educated ones. I 
wanted to really show the director and producers 
that I could transform myself for this vastly dif¬ 
ferent role. 

“So I borrowed by brother’s clothes and 
went into the audition and tried to just 
stay in character as much as pos¬ 
sible, as they’ve never seen 
that side of me. 

“I’ve never really done it 
that way before, as when 
you go in to play the 
leading lady roles, or 
the roles like Eliza¬ 
beth, you’re much 
more talkative and 
polite, you dress 
nicely, but with 
Demelza I think 
that was the 
whole point to 
have that 

rougher edge." 

So what at¬ 
tracted Eleanor 
to this urchin? 

"She is ex¬ 
tremely resilient 
and has this street¬ 
wise edge to her 
but she never be¬ 
comes too hard. She 
has to be vastly differ¬ 
ent to Elizabeth but you 
still have to love her, so 
for me that was really in¬ 
teresting to play. Also not 
giving away what happens, or 
creating that relationship too 
quickly, you have to let her flower and 
evolve. There’s a vulnerability in the character 
which I really liked. Female roles as strong as this 
don't come around very often."

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■ TAREK Malouf founder of 
the Hummingbird Bakery 
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Could Malouf steal Mary’s crown? 


I F Mary Berry is the reigning queen of 
baking, then Tarek Malouf is surely 
next in line to the throne. 

The founder of the exceedingly good 
Hummingbird Bakery brought cupcakes 
back into fashion, when he opened the 
first of his six bakeries back in 2004 
(branches now include Soho, South 
Kensington and Portobello Road), and is 
just about to publish his fourth - and very 
eagerly-awaited - cookbook, Life Is 
Sweet. 

It's the result of a three-week road trip 
in October 2013, around his spiritual bak¬ 
ing home, America, which took him from 
New York to Atlanta, New Orleans and 
Dallas. He stayed with friends and rela¬ 
tives, and demanded one thing - that they 
show him the best desserts in town. 

"Many of the recipes are regional or 
known in an area in the US, but not 
known here in the UK," he says. 

"Because American bakery is not too 
familiar to British people, it's the equiv¬ 
alent of me writing a book on Indian 
cookery or Thai cookery. It’s teaching a 
new audience about something that's al¬ 
ready in existence that I want them to ex¬ 
perience for themselves.” 

The recipes all feature names that defy 
your mouth not to water - Gooey Butter 
Cake, Molasses Pecan Crumb Cake, Red 
Velvet Ice Cream and Alabama Little 


Layer Cake, and those looking to wow 
their mums this Mother's Day would do 
well to seek inspiration among the book's 
brightly coloured pages. 

"The rise in home baking is really nice 
to see," adds Lebanese-bom Malouf, who 
moved to London when he was two. 

"People are rediscovering the fun that 
can be had in making things for them¬ 
selves. And you get more adulation from 
friends and family when you bring in 
cookies or a big cake, rather than savoury 
food. There's more of a wow factor, 
and people are always excited." 

For Malouf, the roots of American 
baking are steeped in traditional 
British recipes, but with ingredi¬ 
ents added over the years, from the 
country's rich melting pot of na¬ 
tives and immigrants. 

By his own admission, he and 
his sister grew up in "an American 
bubble", both attending an Amer¬ 
ican school in Central London. 

"American baking is fascinat¬ 
ing to me, I love it," he says. 

"We used to visit the US once 
a year, and I have a couple of 
aunts and cousins who live 
there, so we used to stay with 
them. I have a very sweet tooth, 
so between school and friends' 
houses, and visiting and baking 


with my relatives, I developed a real taste 
for American desserts and cakes." 

Of course, Malouf has been asked 
countless times since launching Hum¬ 
mingbird Bakery, whether the cupcake 
trend is going to last - and 11 years on, 
he's still convinced it's not a passing fad. 

"They appeal because they're smaller, 
you're eating it yourself, so you can be 
picky with the flavour. It's just a better 
version of a fairy cake, and hopefully not 
as dry!"

DEER STEAK 
WITH BEETS 

Serves 4 


HIS was one of the many courses we were served at that 
birthday supper, along with the goose goulash. 



You can use the loin fillet or the under fillet for this dish and oc¬ 
casionally a really good butcher will dissect a haunch to reveal a 
tender inner fillet. 

Try to buy a selection of coloured beets for this dish if you can. 

4 deer steaks weighing about 160g each 

A little corn or vegetable oil for brushing 

600-700g selection of beets - long red, golden, candy, etc 

A couple of good knobs of butter 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper 

3-4tbsp rapeseed or olive oil 

ltbsp of freshly-grated horseradish 

You will need to cook the red beets separately from the yellow 
and white or candy beets to avoid them discolouring. Cook the 
beets in their skins in lightly salted water for about an hour, or 
until they are tender. 

Next, preheat the oven to 200C/gas mark 6. Take some of the 
white or golden beets, depending on what you have, (about lOOg) 
and remove the skin with your hands; chop up the beetroot a little 
and blend in a liquidiser with the butter and the freshly grated 
horseradish, until smooth, adding a little water to help it blend, if 
necessary. Transfer to a small saucepan and season to taste. 

Put the rest of the beets 
in their skins in a roast¬ 
ing tray, spoon over a lit¬ 
tle oil and season to 
taste. Roast for about 30 
minutes, turning as they 
are cooking. 

Preheat a ribbed griddle 
or heavy frying pan. Cut 
the deer steaks into slices 
- or keep whole, if you 
prefer - season them and 
cook for 3-4 minutes on 
each side. Depending on 
the size of the beets you 
can halve them or cut 
them into wedges. Spoon 
a little of the puree on to 
warmed serving plates 
with the deer steak on 
top and arrange the beets 
around.

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MP will step down to lead 
the fight for Tin Pan Alley 


HOLBORN MP Frank Dobson is leaving 
Parliament to join the music business. 

The Labour MP and former Minister for Health 
who has represented Holborn and St Pancras 
since 1979, has been made chairman of the Save 
Tin Pan Alley campaign - teaming up with an 
army of rock star supporters to stop development 
of Denmark Street. 

Mr Dobson leads a band of 27,000 campaigners 
including The Who’s Pete Townshend, David 
Essex, The Kinks’ Mick Avory, Soft Cell’s Marc 
Almond, Captain Sensible, Sex Pistol Glen Mat- 
lock, Engelbert Humperdinck, Eric Clapton’s 
guitarist Albert Lee, Geoff Whitehorn of Procol 
Harum, Don Powell of Slade and Roxy Music’s 
Phil Manzanera. 

The popular veteran MP who had a 10,000 ma¬ 
jority at the last election is to retire from Parlia¬ 
ment in April and dedicate his time to saving 
Denmark Street. 

“I will work exclusively for the campaign when 
I leave Parliament,” said Mr Dobson. 


“Denmark Street is one of the few streets left in 
the centre of London which has a bit of character 
about it, instead of being full of office blocks like 
you might find in Kuala Lumpur, Berlin or Los 
Angeles, and that makes it precious. 

“It is also precious because it’s a major source 
for instruments for people in the music industry 
and for people who want to get into the music in¬ 
dustry”. 

Big hitter 

Mr Dobson is the latest big-hitter to join the 
campaign, which is also being supported by 
Camden Borough councilor Sue Vincent, who 
has been made deputy chair. 

The campaign’s founder, film-maker Henry 
Scott-Irving, said the plan was to resist develop¬ 
ment of the street by turning it into a “music 
mecca”, a heritage site which will both mark Tin 
Pan Alley’s status as the birthplace of popular 
music in Britain and be re-born as a music centre 
for all aspects of the industry, including recording 
and editing studios, rehearsal space for bands and 


a hub for music publishers, managers and musi¬ 
cians. 

“We are calling upon the music industry and 
musicians to invest in this famous street by leas¬ 
ing property here. This unique street can be saved 
with their support,” said Mr Scott-Irving. 

“Otherwise Tin Pan Alley will be converted into 
luxury apartments or hotels above the music 
shops. It is time for everyone in the capital who 
loves music to act and show their faith in this his¬ 
toric street. Let’s make Tin Pan Alley a magnifi¬ 
cent music mecca once again.” 

The campaign leaders are next to meet with ex¬ 
ecutives from music-related businesses and or¬ 
ganisations, including music publishers, the 
Musicians’ Union and the GLA’s music officers, 
to discuss plans to develop the campaign when 
Mr Dobson takes up his new post as chairman. 

The Save Tin Pan Alley movement is also to get 
its own campaign song. Next month The Blow 
Monkeys are to release a new single, “The Lions 
Of Charing Cross”, especially written in protest 
against the threatened development.

Double jukebox musical day! 


A S abit of a theatre purist it took years before I 
was talked into watching my first so-called 
jukebox musical. 

The name jukebox musical refers to a show that has 
been written around existing hit music rather than 
having an original soundtrack. The great thing about 
this genre is that the audience knows the songs long 
before entering the theatre, giving a comfortable feel¬ 
ing from the start. 

My first foray into the world of the juke box musi¬ 
cal was Mamma Mia. 

I'm pleased to say I loved it then and, eleven years 
later, I decided to make a return visit to the smash hit 
West End show. 

Opening in 1999, Mamma Mia has been seen by 
over 50 million people worldwide. The film starring 
Meryl Streep and Piers Brosnan grossed around six 
million dollars. 

Filled with the wonderfully rousing and toe-tapping 
Abba songs written by Benny Andersson and Bjorn 
Ulvaeus, the story by Catherine Johnson is set on a 
small Greek island and centres on mother and daugh¬ 
ter, Donna and Sophie. 

The London version, now playing at the Novello 
Theatre, has just been nominated for the This Morn¬ 
ing Audience award at the Olivier Awards, and I will 
be putting my vote in. 

From the very first moment the band struck up a 
fevered ripple of excitement reverberated around the 
auditorium which increased with each line and show 
stopping number. 

The music is wonderful but there is also a charming 
story at the heart of this vibrant piece of theatre. The 
current cast are truly talented. Rosanna Bates as So¬ 
phie has a gorgeous purity to her voice which por¬ 
trays the youthfulness and relative innocence of her 
character.

M Y second jukebox musical of the day was 
the newly opened, Beautiful at The Ald- 
wych Theatre. Having read the first night 
rave reviews, I was really looking forward to an 
evening immersed in the fabulous music of Carole 
King. 

I have to admit I had never actually heard of Carole 
King until I visited Broadway last year where the 
show was already enjoying huge success. The show's 
producers shared some of the songs on Twitter before 
opening night and I was amazed at how many I knew 
and loved.

Still the hottest ticket in town 



W ITH some very clever 
marketing well before 
it arrived in London's 
Prince of Wales Theatre, The 
Book of Mormon, after two years, 
is still the show everyone wants to 
see. Tickets are harder to come by 
and generally more expensive 
than most of its counterparts, so 
how does The Book of Mormon 
still stay at the top? 

I chose a Saturday matinee per¬ 
formance thinking I might find it 
easier to get a ticket. I was wrong. 
With other shows offering deals 
and discounts Mormon doesn't 
seem to need to, and was totally 
full. I was only able to get a re¬ 
stricted view seat and while I may 
not have been able to see all of the 
stage, what I could see was the 
majority of the 1,160 strong audi¬ 


ence, who were laughing right 
from the first moment. 

Written by Trey Parker and Matt 
Stone of South Park fame, this 
musical should really be quite of¬ 
fensive, but the near-knuckle hu¬ 
mour is delivered in such a clever 
and charming way that dilutes the 
frequent use of profanities. This is 
coupled with a truly beautiful 
score written by Robert Lopez, 
now most famous for his academy 
award winning song from Dis¬ 
ney's Frozen, 'Let It Go', but also 
a Grammy winner for both Mor¬ 
mon and Avenue Q. 

The show affectionately pokes 
fun at everything from The Lion 
King to the Bible, with some fan¬ 
tastically high energy ensemble 
work, hilarious script and some 
really quite touching interactions. 


The fresh new cast, including 
some members making their West 
End debuts, was superb. Unlike 
other shows, this doesn’t need to 
rely on big name stars to get peo¬ 
ple in, instead showcasing British 
musical theatre talent. 

The Prince of Wales Theatre has 
to be the best in London at pres¬ 
ent. It reopened after some signif¬ 
icant renovations in 2004 and 
boasts an opulent auditorium with 
fantastic facilities. 

The promotors of this show, re¬ 
ally should be congratulated.

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Death or deportation 


New BBC2 TV series Banished, a typically gritty 
Jimmy McGovern piece, is the alarming story of what 
transportation to Australia was really like, set over 
seven hour-long episodes

EIGHBOURS was never like this. 
Thirty years after TV began the saga 
that caused millions to adore Aus¬ 
tralia, BBC2 begins another which will hor¬ 
rify some viewers. 

“Banished” is nothing like the goings on of 
Ramsay Street and for its setting we must go 
back more than 200 years. 

At that time, London was an overcrowded night¬ 
mare; unemployment was rife, gin was cheap and 
the streets were full of drunken thieves stealing 
anything that could be sold for a crust to keep 
them alive. 

In a failed bid to keep the crime wave down, the 
Government ordained that 222 offences should 
carry the death penalty, with most of the offences 
being crimes against the loss of property. 

But with men, woman and even children getting 
hanged for crimes like taking a rabbit from a war¬ 
ren on Hampstead Heath, public outrage at the in¬ 
justice was high and the authorities had to find 
another penalty to try instil order. Prison was not 
a favoured option as the jails were already full, so 
they decided on another punishment which would 
also help with the overcrowding - transportation. 

Between 1788 and 1868, 165,000 criminals 
were transported to Australia, “Banished” - which 
begins on BBC2 on Thursday with a seven-hour 
run - is the alarming story of what transportation 
was like. 

“At its heart, Banished is a story of survival,” 
says the BBC. 

Love, faith, justice and morality 

“Although it is set in the stark historical reality 
of the founding of the penal colony in Australia 
in 1788 after the arrival of the first fleet, it is not 
the story of Australia and how it came to be. 
Rather, it is a tale of love, faith, justice and moral¬ 
ity played out on an epic scale in a confined com¬ 
munity where the stakes are literally life and 
death. 

“If you’re a woman and you have nothing except 
your body,” says writer Jimmy McGovern, “how 
far do you go to survive? If you’re a man and a 
stronger man is stealing your food and you are 
starving to death and nobody lifts a finger to help 
you because it’s every man for himself, what do 
you do?” 

Several years ago McGovern - famed from his 
days on “Brookside” and as the creator of 
“Cracker” - developed a film about the plight of 
the first convicts in New South Wales. It was, says 
Sita Williams, McGovern’s long-time producing 
partner, a wonderful script but it was never made. 
Instead the film provided the framework for this 
series. 


“Jimmy always wanted to go back to the thing 
that he loved doing most in his Brookside days, 
which is multi-character, multi-strand, continuing 
stories. He said, ‘I’ve got this story,’ we read it 
and we went ‘absolutely’.” 

McGovern had already been working in Aus¬ 
tralia as a story editor on the acclaimed multi¬ 
award winning ABC drama Redfern Now. He 
expanded his original film with new characters 
and stories gleaned from history but given new 
life. Many of the characters in Banished, from 
Governor Phillip, the founder of the settlement 
that would become Sydney, to Major Robert Ross, 
his nemesis, are known figures from history - but 
their stories here are fictional. 

There is, McGovern points out, an honourable 
tradition for this approach: “I go all the way back 
to the days of Wagon Train on NBC which told 
the stories of the travellers going from the East 
Coast of America over to the West Coast - all that 
stuff was factual but the stories they told were fic¬ 
tion. Or more recently you could look at Dead- 
wood, which was a terrific series, and brought in 
Wild Bill Hickok and people like that. These se¬ 
ries used real people, but the stories affecting 
those historically real people were often fic¬ 
tional.” 

As ever with McGovern’s work, Banished is 
concerned with ordinary people who by a twist of 
fate find themselves in extraordinary situations - 
but they remain situations that anyone could iden¬ 
tify with. Although Banished is set in the 18th 
century, it is in many ways a contemporary story. 

“There’s quite a formal language being used 
even by the convicts,” says McGovern, “but apart 
from that, you could tell the story now. You take 
a group of people up to a log cabin up in the 
mountains and you ask, ‘how do you survive’?” 

Yet if the themes are universal and enduring, the 
setting is particular. The task of bringing Aus¬ 
tralia, 1788, to life fell to directors Daniel Percival 
and Jeffrey Walker and their crews. The first de¬ 
cision that was made was that the production 
would be split - all of the exteriors would be shot 
on location, in Sydney, Australia, and thereafter 
the production would return to Manchester to film 
the interiors. 

“We have the characters,” says Sita Williams, 
“and then the plot comes out of who they are, the 
situation in which they find themselves. What’s 
really special about Banished is at its heart there 
are love stories. People always think of Jimmy as 
doing tough political stories or tough moral dilem¬ 
mas, but essentially the way these people keep 
going in the most brutal circumstances is by form¬ 
ing relationships with one another. That’s how 
they survive.” 

My Anna Buring, who played the maid Edna 
Braithwaite in Downton Abbey and Long Susan 


in Ripper Street, takes one of the lead roles in 
“Banished”, as Elizabeth Quinn, a poor London 
girl transported for hitting a duchess. 

“It was her heart that really attracted me to the 
part. When I first read the script I felt very 
strongly that not only did she have a great heart 
but also that she was the heartbeat for three other 
characters in this story: Freeman, Tommy Barrett 
and Private Buckley. It’s simply the kind of part 
that comes along and you can’t say no to it,” said 
My Anna. 

Terrible hardship 

“Elizabeth is a Cockney, a city girl who finds 
herself in this incredibly beautiful but also per¬ 
ilous environment: awe inspiring and terrifying. 

“In our story she met and fell in love with 
Tommy Barrett on the journey to Australia from 
England... and so despite going through terrible 
hardship - being a prisoner on the other side of the 
world, far from home, starving, and scared - she 
is nevertheless driven and buoyed by the fact that 
she is completely and utterly in love. 

“I don’t think Elizabeth is a bad person, and she 
is only a dangerous cri min al in the eyes of the law 
of late 18th century Britain - where a legal system 
reigned that was incredibly merciless. Doing the 
research for this, it was quite heartbreaking to see 


the offences that people were banished for, or in¬ 
deed that people were taken to the gallows for. 

“For a lot of the convicts that came over from 
Britain the question they’d been asked on the gal¬ 
lows was, ‘Do you want to die now or do you 
want to be taken on a ship for nine months to a 
part of the world that you’ve never heard of called 
Australia and work to start a new colony there?’ 

“To all intents and purposes Australia could have 
been Mars - they had no idea. So there must’ve 
been a huge array of conflicting feelings for them 
when they got there. 

“The most important thing for the convicts is to 
survive. It goes back to basics and that’s what’s 
so interesting when you’re in this world and ex¬ 
ploring these stories. The basic emotions come out 

- love, anger, jealousy - but then they have basic 
needs and they are first and foremost food; you 
would kill for food. That’s why this series has uni¬ 
versal appeal beyond the specific story its telling 

- the common denominator is the fact that this is 
a story about human beings, being tested to then- 
very limits both physically and emotionally. Cer¬ 
tainly for me Banished is probably the most chal¬ 
lenging part I’ve ever played.”

“It's very difficult to 
qualify for Champions 
League or win the 
league.

With that dig aside, 
Mourinho returned to 
the theme of the game 
and heralded the 
advancement of 20- 
year-old Kurt Zouma, 
who played in midfield 
to shield the centre- 
backs.

“Zouma is the new 
Marcel Desailly,” he 
said.

“But we prepared him 
before to play there in 
case we needed him. 
With just Ramires and 
Fabregas in the centre 
we would not have won. 
We pressed them high 
from the beginning. We 
did not give them the 
game they expected,” he 
suggested. 

Zouma played in the 
holding midfield role 
Matic would have 
fulfilled. 

“I do not use Matic's 
suspension as a 
motivation,” he said. “In 
fact, Matic made a 
speech in the dressing 
room before the game, 
telling the players to 
have the pleasure he 
could not have in the 
final. 


“It was important that 
Fabregas had the 
freedom to go where he 
wanted to go. That is 
why we had Zouma in 
the side. With no 
Zouma, Fabregas would 
not have given the ball 
to Costa to get the strike 
on for the second goal. 
So I am happy with 
myself. If it did not 
work, I would have 
being killed by the 
critics,” he explained. 

Mourinho's other 
selection surprise was 
that of Cech over 
Courtois. 

He explained: “I chose

bought Courtois to be 
the future. But when I 
played Cech in some 
Champions League and 
Premier League games, 
that opened the door for 
Courtois to play in the 
Capital One Cup as 
well. I played Courtois 
against Liverpool in the 
semi-final at Anfield but 
this was Cech's 
competition.” 

Around two hours 
before kick-off at 
Wembley, Chelsea’s 
closest league rivals 
Manchester City had 
lost 2-1 at Liverpool. 
Mourinho revealed he 
had banned any talk of 
that Anfield game but 
one of his staff let the 
cat out of the bag. 

“It was a perfect day 
for us,” he said.

I 
did not want any player 
to know but Silvino 
Louro, my assistant first 
team coach, jumped up 
in the coach (when the 
result was known), so 
the players knew.

A THOROUGHLY deserved and 

comprehensive 2-0 victory over 
Championship league leaders Derby 
County has given revitalised Fulham the 
belief that they can now beat anybody in the 
second tier. 

Nikolay Bodurov and Cauley Woodrow's first- 
half goals put the Whites in command and Kit 
Symons' side comfortably saw the game out 
with a compact defensive display. 

It was a bewildering good all-round 
performance in stark contrast to the abysmal 
3-0 midweek defeat at Wolves, where Symons 
declared himself "absolutely fuming" and "livid" 
at his team's defending. 

The mauling at Molineux marked Whites' 
eighth game without victory and the club 
seemed engulfed by gloom and doom. It was 
hard to see where their next goal was coming 
from, never mind the next win.
